IN MEMORIUM 


The following text, written by Erich Meyerhoff, Librarian of the Samuel 
J. Wood Library at Corneil University Medical College, will be published 
in the Bulletin of the Medical Library Association. 


KIM BARRETT 
Decemberne 20s Liew u Ly 25'419.7.6 


eaim Barrett, the Librarian of the Hospital for Special Surgery, died 

on Sunday morning, July 25th, at the Benedectine Hospital in Kingston, 
New York, after a long malignant illness. Characteristically, this quiet, 
good woman worked until a few weeks before her death. She passed on 

just before her retirement. As a medical librarian she had a unique 
@evotion to her calling and an almost historic loyalty to the institution 
and the physicians she knew and served. 


For thirty-five years Mrs. Barrett headed the library of the Hospital for 
Special Surgery. She moved with the institution from forty-second street 
to its present location. In a real sense, she embodied the library. The 
materials on the shelves were merely the tip of the enormous reservoir 

of knowledge about orthopedics which she possessed and provided so freely. 
Partly because of her long association and because of her quiet, humour- 
ous, accepting self, Kim knew all the staff physicians personally. 


After the death of her husband Chester during the invasion of Normandy 

in the second World War, Kim pursued her work at the library and the 

care of flowers with passion. The strength which was so apparent be- 
neath her quiet smile showed itself unmistakably when the library which 
she had helped to move from its first location on forty-second street 

was almost destroyed by a fire on Saturday afternoon, August 3,1974. 

She pitted her energies against this disaster. Who can forget Kim among- 
st the ruins, shifting and examining each book and journal to see whether 
it could be salvaged? She looked at thousands of charred remains. She 
did it alone - the selection, the supervision of the rebinding of the 
books and journals, the discard of hopelessly burned books and reprints, 
the listing of losses, and the continuation of library services in tiny 
gGuarters on the fourth floor of the hospital. The devotion, the care, 
the dedication to her library, all were apparent to those who saw Kim at 
work during those trying months. The library was completely reconstruct- 
ed and refurnished. Kim Barrett moved in what had been saved and the 
library was officially reopened on October 31, 1976. 


Many of us never knew how ill she was. Even at the very end, she helped 
us to complete a grant application to the National Library of Medicine 
to establish a consortium of libraries for the purpose of making common 
use of audio-visual materials. The Hospital for Special Surgery was 

one of those. Kim Barrett produced those lengthy compilations and data 
which are part of such an application and never complained about a task 
which she accomplished in pain. Kim Barrett was a great librarian and 

a beautiful human being."
